NEAR NEW SMYRNA 


GEORGIA WOMAN WOULD LIKE 


TO FIND GUN JURIED HERE 


BY HER FATHER WHEN SUR- 


PRISED BY YANKEES. 


That a number of guns carried by 


a company ofe Confederate soldieis 
during the war between the states 


New Smyrna when the company was 
surprised by Yankee soldiers, is the 
nf ormation given by a Georgia worn- 


chamber of commerce. 
The woman 


federate soldiers, and she would like 
to recover his gun, if it can be found. 


Her letter to the chamber of com- 


merce is as follows: 


Quitman, Ga., Sepi, 18, 1924. 


Secretary Chamber of Commerce, 


New Smyrna, Ploilda: 


, 
I read today your account in the 


September number of the Farm and 
Live Stock Record about your "back 
country," and will say that it took me 
back many yeais. My father was a 
Confederate soldier, one of the first 
to volunteer in the First Florida regi- 
ment at Monticello. They were sent 
to South Florida to guard the coast 
and were stationed at New Smyrna. 
As long as he lived he never tired of 
telling wjjat a time they had there. 
He said at that time, in 1861, the 
woods were full of all kinds of game, 
as well as a natural growth of butter 
and lima beans, and also what they 
called "bird-eye pepper." They could 
get fish too, and lived well while 
there. 
They found sweet potatoes 


that had not been killed by frosts in 
years. He would have been a great 
booster for your "back country." 


He has been dead four years, tut 


while living was forever wanting to 
go back to New Smyrna. 
One thing 


he said he wanted to go for was to 
d g for his old war gun. The way he 
told about it was this: The Yankees 
came in on them unawares, and be- 
fore they would let them get their 
aims they stacked 'them and buried 
them in one deep hole which they had 
dug right on top of a blackjack ridge 
n bight of New Smyrna. 
Said he 


could find the spot if he went there. 


His icgiment was ordered to Miss- 


issippi, and he never knew vfheUsev 
those guns were ever found. He be- 
lieved until he died that they were 
still theie, and they may be, but be- 
lieve they would be right in town now. 
But wouldn't I appreciate his gun, if 
it could be found. 
Possibly it bears 


his name, James E. Scott. 
I would 


'like to get a history of those coast 
guards. 


My father was one of six soldiers 


detailed to burn Jaacksonille to keep 
the Yankees 
fiom taking it. 
He 


went into Jacksonville undir a white 
flag and got out all the women and 
childien and canied them to Bald- 
win. 
Then they 
went 
back and 


buined Jacksonville with tar balls on 
stitkb, which they would light and 
thiow ovei the houses.' As they were 
leaving Jacksonville they had a bkiim- 
ish battle and one of his comrades, 
Wesley Edwards, was .shot, ,ind my 
father toted him out of the maibh at 
Jacksonville, to where 'ms could get 
attention. 
In a later battle it was 


my father who toted 
his captain, 


Pickens Bird, off the battlefield with 
shots as thick as hail around him. 


My mother is fa till living. She went 


through the btuiggle with him, and ib 
now 83 yeais old. She is blind and 
gets only §100 a year pension from 
the '•tale of Georgia and he^seived 
the entire four yeais, fiom Mibsibsip- 
ti Lo Richmond. If she had, lived on 
in Florida she could be getting enough 
pension to live on, 
hut alas, the

Showing a total valuation of ap- 


proximately §4,800,000 in property 
within the city limits of New Smyrna, 


1924 has been 
completed and ac- 


cepted as the basis on which taxes 
foi this year will be assessed and col- 
lected. 


The budget of expenses for the 


manager but has not yet been ac- 
cepted by the city commission. It is 
estimated that approximately ?GO,000 
will be raised in taxes this year, which 
will make the basis of taxes about 
13 mills, 


The assessment of property this 


year has been made on the basis "of 
fu I valuation* and every 
piece of 


property in the city has been sep- 
arately, assessed by the city clerk as 
ex-officio tax 
assessor, 
and R. S. 


Blinn, who has been assisting in the 
work. It has been a tremendous job 
to estimate a full valuation on each 
parcel of land 
and each 
building 


within the city limits, but the com- 
p eted roll this year will serve as a 
fair basis, on which to estimate the 
values and improvements 
for suc- 


ceeding years. 


According to the provisions of the 


city charter the 
completed assess- 


ment loll was submitted to the equa- 
lizing board, composed of the three 
city commissioners and the city man- 
ager at a meeting held Monday night 
this week and objections from prop- 
eity owners were heard by this boaid. 
Several objections were heard and ad- 
justments made and the roll was of- 
ficially accepted by the equalizing 
board. 
It is now the official record 


of property values in the city an'd no 
further changes can be made unti 
next year. These values will be the 
basis on which taxes for this year wil 
be levied. 


For many years it has been the 


custom for the city to take state a"nd 
county valuations on which to levy 
taxes for the' city,; The present city- 
charter provides that the city may 
mafce its own assessments 
and may 


make the full valuations as the basis 
for taxes. 
Two years ago the basis 


of full valuations was used in mak- 
ing assessments and then the valua- 
tions were cut in two, making the 
basis a 50 per cent valuation. Last 
year when the changes in the city 
ciiaiter were made by election it was 
made plain that1 the city should make 
ts own assessments beginning with 
the year 1924 and full valuation has 
been used ab the basis. 


Last year the total of valuations, as 


placed by the slate' imu county as- 
sessor, within the city limits was a 
ittle over -$900,000. 
On these val- 


uations the millage in the city was 
placed at 57. The low valuation.and 
the high millage has been the cause 
of discouraging many investments in 
New Smyrna. To shangeid toe state- 
nent that we have city valuations of 
practically §f>,000,000 and £( millage 
of 13, makes a much belter impieb 
sion than the statement that we have 
e^s than a\ million in valuations and 
a millage of 57.

ty to purchase the vacant poction of 
tl e Sams estate facing on Hillsboro, 


neludmg the old fort property, to be 
made into a city park, is shown by a 


mission at the regular 
meeting of 


that body held Monday night. 


The proposition was made in writ- 


ing and was presented by Dr. L. B. 
Bouchelle, as representing the pres- 
ent owners of that portion of the 
tract. 


In a general way the tract which is 


offered to the city includes all of the 
o d foit property facing on the river 
front from the south wall of this tract 
to the buildings which 
occupy the 


northeast corner of the tiact, ail of 
the property facing on Washington, 
street from this corner up to the Bap- 
tist church property, and all of that 
portion facing on Faulkner 
street 


fiom the Baptist chuich lot south to 
the lot occupied by the lesiieneft 
across the street from the photograph. 


The price placed on the whole tract 


is §120,000. 


The offer does not include that por- 


t on of the tract facing on Canal 
street from the Dixie lestauiant west 
to Faulkner street, nor any of the 
Ocean'House gioundb. There is also 
a provision that there shall be a new 
street cut through 
from Faulkner 


bt eet to intersect with a street cut 
through from Canal street alongside 
of the old Fidelity bank building. This 
street will run along about the same 
location as the north fence line of 
the old residence facing on Fau'kner 
street.
